The various steps in the procedure 
At zoning a village were discussed by 
Paul Kingery, Chicago Regional plan- 
ning director, at a special meeting of 
the Antioch village board last evening. 

At the present time, Antoch has ap- 
pointed its zoning commisson, made 
provision for temporary zoning safe- 
guards, and is preparing to make maps 
showing the present uses of land and 
buildings within the village limits. . 

The primary purpose of zoning is to 
protect the interests of present and 
prospective property owners, whether 
residential, business or industrial, Kin- 
gery explained. ., 

He urged that simplicity, a certain 
amount of flexibility, and considera- 
tion for the general interests of in- 
dividuals and the community be kept 
the primary considerations in the 
drawing up and applicaton of zoning 
ordinances. 

Further steps outlined by Kingery 
included the making of a first draft 
'of the proposed ordinance, making of 
a field inspection, submission* of the 
ordinance to the village, board, publi- 
cation of a notice of public hearing at 
least 15 days before the.hearing, hold- 
ing of one or more public hearings, a 
review of the zoning map and regula- 
tions, submission of a final ^.report to 
the village board, and the enaction of 
the ordinance by the village board. 
After the ordinance is adopted, all 
x material pertaining to surveys, reports 
and records is placed on file and the 
zoning commission is automatically 
disbanded.

"The poppy is the memorial flower 
for every man who has died fighting 
in either -of oui" two great World 
Wars. They have all died in a common 
cause, whether death struck them on 
Flanders Fields in 1919 or on Tarawa 
in, 1944,'! says Mrs. Kaufmann. "In 
America's continual struggle to main- 
tain her liberty, these dead warriors 
are linked together in spite of 25 
years in time and thousands of miles 
in space. The poppy is worn as evi- 
dence that we remember and revere 
them all." 

The poppies are made by hospital- 
ized veterans, who are paid for their 
servcies. The volunteer workers who 
sell them (in Antioch's case, members 
of the Girl Scout troops) serve with-

The: whys and wherefores of 'the food shortage are 
dealt with by Lawrence Sullivan in a'*v Article in Nation's 
Business for May- J945— "Food Muddle— How It Grew.'-' 

Says Sullivan, in part — ' 

"For millions of Americans, 1945 will be a year of 
belt tightening. ; , 

"If the weather is favorable, we may have -a bum- 
per food crop — the seventh in a row! hut even so, there 
will be barely enough food for our domestic needs, mili- 
tary needs and relief commitments. Should a severe 
drought hit the country, a disastrous food shortage could 
result. . . . 

"As Congress proceeds with its food shortage in- 
quiry, the consumer finds himself confused by apparent- 
ly conflicting official figures. So he wants to know, 'Is 
there a food shortage, a food muddle — or a food scan- 
dal 

"The Department of Agriculture calculates our 
food supply fertile year as adequate, but does so by a 
strange statistical device. A missing pound of butter or 
beef, the Department offsets with a pound of cabbage— 
and makes the grand totals look encouraging. 

"In tonnage (not in nutritional Value, understand) 
the Department's figures show that we will produce 35 
percent more food this year than the average for the 
years 1935-39. Included in this predicted tonnage are 
tremendous increases in cabbage, kale, carrots, peanuts 
and soybeans. . . . But the same official report tells us: 

" 'Supplies of all meats, chicken, butter, lard, po- 
tatoes, sweet potatoes, dry beans, some fresh vegetables, 
deciduous fruits and sugar probably will be reduced 
from the 1944 levels' 

"Here is one small instance of how guessing 
wrong about the war's end affected the food situation: 
In the spring of '44 — on the expectation that the fighting 
in Europe would be over that year — the War Food Ad- 
ministration signalled U. S. farmers to curtail hog pro- 
duction 20 percent. When the figures were in, it turned 
out that the reduction "was actually about 34 percent, 
leaving us with plenty of hog feed but not enough hogs. 

The principal factor in muddling our food prob- 
lem, however, was not the wrong guess about when the 
European war would end, but was — and still is — short 
sighted management and lack of coordination on the 
,<part s of the various federal agencies which are supposed 
to be responsible for the production and distribution of 
the nation's food. 

"Take a look at the War Food Administration, by 
\vay of example. Because of its tremendous inventories, 
the WFA sometimes -holds great stores of food until it 
Is unfit for human consumption. 

"Instead of having one responsible agency — we 
have nine agencies working at cross purposes in an at- 
tempt to guide our production and distribution of food: 

VI. The Department of Agriculture still admini- 
sters basic production aids, through county agents and 
local crop adjustment committees. 

"2, The War Food Administration allocates all 
basic foods between civilian, military and lend-lease 
claims. 

"3. The Commodity Credit Corporation finances 
all government priccsupport programs, stores surplus 
holdings, estimates annual requirements. 

"4. The Defense Supplies Corporation administers 
distribution subsidies on butter, flour, meats, sugar and 
several lesser commodities. « 

"5. The Foreign Economic Administration han- 
dles all lend-lease transactions. 

"6. The Office of Price Administration fixes 
wholesale and • retail ceilings — but is wthout authority 
to hold basic farm prices within its retail ceilings! 

"7. The War Production Board allocates ferti- 



lizers and 'basic "materials for farm machinery, trucks, 
and equipment— but has no control over the type of pro- 
duction which may be called for with the machinery 
made available. . 

"8. The War Manpower Commission and Selec- 
tive Service have full authority over farm manpower— 
the crux of the iproduction problem. 

9. Finally, Rural Resettlement Administration 
and Rural Electrification Authority are fussng around 
the fringes of every farm production problem. 

"In addition, through special treaty arrangements, 
the State Department has a voice in fixing our annual 
supply of sugar and coffee. 

"In the face of . . increasing overseas demands, 
our food production is smaller this year than last, lim- 
ited sharply by manpower, farm machinery arid fertili- 
zers. Distribution ' is A restricted by transportation diffi- 
culties, a shortage of farm trucks, and maladjustments 
in OPA ceiling prices."

"Eternal Vigilance is the Price of Safety" 

National Commander Edward N. Scheiberling, 
American Legion consultant to the U. S. delegation at 
the United Nations conference in San Francisco, Calif.,— 
issued the, following statement of Victory in Europe on 
V-E Day: 

Once again free men and freedom-loving, people 
[have triumphed, in the blood and death of Europe and 
for that the hearts. of our world are grateful today. 

But we cannot forget the valley -of shadow 
through which for the second time in a quarter of a cen- 
tury we have passed to achieve this victory. We can not 
forget the American men who will never return v from 
Europe: We can not forget the broken bodies of our 
wounded. 

Foremost in our minds on this day of victory in 
Europe must be the determination that it must not hap- 
pen again. That is the purpose of the free nations ga- 
thered here at San Francisco. Out of this great confer- 
ence the foundation for peace must be laid. 

"Now that the cannons roar no longer in Europe 
there will emerge from present obscurity many organiza- 
tions and individuals who seek a soft peace, who. would 
have America retire again into the false shell of isola- 
tionism. It is our duty, for the sake of future genera- 
tions, to warn against this false and dangerous doctrine. 
The forces of the Axis powers must he kept in restraint. 
This is not a doctrine of hate, but the same common 
sense that prevents the criminally insane from attacking 
innocent victims. 

Nor must we allow ourselves to be diverted even 
for a moment from the other grim, deadly war .which. is 
still being fought in the Pacific. Not until the forces of 
Japan are completely overthrown^ can we truly say that 
freedom and liberty are safe in this world. V-E Day 
must bring no relaxation in our war aganst this savage, 
treacherous foe in the Pacific. The war must be carried 
on with redoubled effort on the home front and on the 
battle front until total victory is achieved. 

On this V-E Day the members of the Amercan Le- 
gion and auxiliary join with all Americans in our expres- 
sion^ gratitude to Almighty God for bringing the strug- 
gle in Europe to a victorious end. We raise our prayers 
and our hopes for final victory and for the success of 
the San Francisco conference to the end that war, a 
relic of barbarity, may be banished from the earth, and 
that the peace may be just and permanent.

•Latimer stated.-in part, that "The 
building of . a permanent world-peace 
must be based upon, recognition- of the 
moral and spiritual rights; of all peo- 
nies and nations. It is not .sufficient 
just to establish -. the mechanics i :for 
stopping quarrels between nations. . 

The Baha'i .plan is described-as. cal- 
ling for a world parliament -.composed 
of elected representatives-.: of the peo- 
ple, with an international-.. executive 
strong enough io enforce: the compact 
entered into by * the signatory nations. 
By general agreement- :the .govern- 
ments of the world would disarm, re- 
taining only sufficient arms i to pje-j 
serve internal order. However, these 
go vernirients '.would contribute a pro- 
portionate share of> -.their -army and 
navy toward the -formation of an inter- 
national police; force.-. 
v-Each nation would- surrender its 
claims to make war,' as well: as .the 
rights to .impose certain taxes, to this 
supreme commonwealth! The national 
assemblies of each country-: .would 
elect the choicest men of itsjeountry 
who were well -informed concerning 
international laws, the relationships 
between governments, and ,who were 
aware of the essential social and eco- 
nomic needs of humanity. The num- 
ber of- representatives would be in 
proportion to the population of each 
country. Their election would be con- 
firmed by the congress or parliament 
of each nation. The members of the 
supreme tribunal would be Chosen 
from these delegates, so that the will 
of the people would be fully express- 
ed at the council chamber, and when 
a decision was arrived at, either u- 
nanimously or by majority rule, there 
would no longer be any pretext* for 
objections as both the plaintiff and 
defendant would be properly- repre- 
sented by their duly accredited repre- 
sentatives.

We pass on to you — 

Twenty persons were killed and 456 
injured in bicycle accidents in Illinois 
last year— many of them boys and 
girls in their teens — Secretary Ed- 
ward J. Barrett has said in urging 
parents and teachers to cooperate 
with him to reduce future tragedies 
by impressing upon young folks who 
operate bicycles the need of observ- 
ing the law for their own safety, 

''Careful as motorists may be," said 
Barrett, "bicycle accidents cannot be 
avoided unless cyclists as well as dri- 
vers exercise the utmost caution." 

To further the cause of safety, Bar- 
rett proposed ten rules for bicycle 
riders which if obeyed would virtually 
eliminate accidents involving bicycles. 
They are as follows: 

1. Keep to the right side of the 
street or_highway. 

2. Obey all traffic laws.' 

3. Don't ride on) the sidewalks. 
4: "Never travel at night without 

both a head and tail light on your 
bicycle. 

5. Don't race. 

6. Signal for all turns and stops. 

7. Do not hitch to a moving* vehicle. 

8. Don't make a U. turn in the mid- 
I die of the street. 

9. Brakes are just as essential on a 
bicycle as on a car — keep them in 
good working condition. 

10. Don't ride anyone on your bi- 
cycle, and. do not try any trick 
riding. 

The law requires that cyclists obey 
all traffic controls including stop 
lights, said Barrett. 

When operated at night, bicycles 
must be equipped with a white light 
visible from a distance of 500 feet to 
the front of the vehicle, and with a'; 
red reflector or taiMight visible from 
a distance of 500 feet to the rear, he 
said.

Family Affection, Bravery in 

Face of Disaster, Told 

By Navy. 
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WASHINGTON. — .Two stories of 
family affection and-courage in the 
face of disaster were told by the 
navy Stories of a father's last mo- 
ments with his son and of, how.. a 
brother saved his younger brother's 
life says the Chicago Daily News.

The sergeant .was dy- 
ing He had lost both legs and an 
arm and had suffered other- wounds 
lrom the explosion of a mortar shell 
on a land mine in Iwo. 

"I'm feeling pretty good," he tojd 
his father. "I wonder ho w mother 
■will take all this." 
Those were his Jast words. 
A navy chaplain went to Mrs. An- 
derson's home in Washington. 

»Ts it my husband or my son?" 
she asked. 

The chaplain could tell her only 
that her son had died of wounds suf- 
fered on Iwo. . " 

^Mather Goes to Work. 
Mrs. Anderson turned to two let- 
ters from her husband.
